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CONVENTION  COVERAGE 


Dear  'T  folks: 

I  read  with  great  amuse- 
ment in  the  latest  folio  of 
your  late  difficulties  with 
Southwestern  Bell. 

I  thought  I  would  jot  down 
some  notes  for  you  about 
this  general  area.  All  program 
services  offered  by  the  Bell 
System  operating  companies 
and  the  majority  of  indepen- 
dent foners  (including  all  GT 
and  E  companies,  all  contin- 
ental Tel  operating  companies, 
and  all  United  Utilities  com- 
panies) come  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Tariff  known  as 
FCC  260.  It  is  a  federal  tariff 
because  it  is  for  a  service  that 
is  offered  only  to  broadcasting 
companies  who  are  considered 
to  be  interstate  commerce. 

One  of  the  really  delight- 
ful things  you  can  do  is  walk 
into  the  business  office  and 
demand  to  see  a  copy  of  FCC 
260.  It  frightens  hell  out  of 
the  ladies  who  work  in  tele- 
phone offices.  You  don't  have 
to  identify  yourself  or  your 
business,  and  they  are  required 
to  let  you  examine  the  tariff. 
(The  tariff  for  remote  control 
lines,  as  for  transmitter  re- 
mote control  circuits,  etc,  is 
under  some  state  tariff,  by  the 
way). 

You  are  quite  correct  that 
you  don't  have  to  pay  the  $24 
charge  for  an  8kHz  loop  if 
it  isn't  in  service  the  one  hour 
a  week  that  you  use  it.  The 
local  foners  will  fight  you  on 
this,  but  they  have  been  taken 
to  court  about  it  and  lost. 
Another  thing  I  always  do  is 
file  a  copy'  of  all  correspon- 
dence with  the  fone  co.  with 
the  PUC  or  whatever  is  the 
state  regulatory  agency.  In 
this  case  you  might  want  to 
file  a  copy  of  your  corresp. 
with  the  Common  Carrier 
Bureau  of  the  FCC. 

At  KBOO  we  had  an  inci- 
dent of  a  similar  type.  We 
ordered  a  circuit  to  broadcast 
city  council  meetings,  and  the 
foners   wouldn't    put  it   in.

They  gave  at  least  6  different 
excuses  over  a  60  day  period. 
Finally  I  went  in  to  the  region- 
al marketing  office  and  de- 
manded to  see  the  marketing 
manager.  He  wasn't  in,  so  I 
told  (not  asked)  his  secretary 
to  see  that  he  was  available 
the  next  day.  Dave  Rowland 
and  I  then  went  in  and  threat- 
ened the  guy  with  a  suit,  and 
by  the  time  we  got  back  to 
KBOO's  studio  the  crew  was 
there  installing  the  line. 

I  also  make  it  a  habit  to 
attend  PUC  hearings  on  fone 
rate  issues.  They  might  be 
worth  taping  and  broadcast- 
ing, too.

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KPOT  TOKES  ON

On  November  8,  1971  thirty  Los  Ange- 
les police  officers  and  two  officials  of  the 
FCC  raided  an  apartment  in  Santa  Monica, 
turned  off  a  50  watt  FM  "pirate"  radio 
station,  and  put  its  owners,  Brad  Sobel 
and  wife,  Jess,  out  of  the  radio  business. 
On  November  9  the  incident  made  the 
front  page  of  the  Washington  Post.  The 
Los  Angeles  Times  ran  the  story  as  their 
headliner  in  caps  larger  than  those  that 
announced  the  Amchitka  nuclear  blast. 
Alternative  radio  was  finally  in  the  news. 

The  bust  of  KPOT,  as  the  station  was 
called,  marked  the  beginning  of  alterna- 
tive radio  in  Los  Angeles.  Instead  of 
silencing  the  Sobel's  radio  station,  the 
FCC,  by  their  unprecedented  reaction, 
produced  enough  publicity  to  rally  the 
support  of  many  of  the  straight  media  to 
the  side  of  KPOT.  Since  the  bust  the 
Sobels  have  received  hundreds  of  cards, 
telegrams,  and  letters  from  around  the 
country  (including  one  from  NBC)  sup- 
porting their  right  to  broadcast  and  ex- 
pressing   fears   about   the   government's 


right  to  encroach  upon  the  freedom  of 
the  airways. 

Meanwhile,  as  the  Sobel's  await  word 
from  the  government  about  its  intentions 
in  their  case,  the  radio  station  is  back  on 
the  air  again,  but  this  time  under  the  wing 
of  the  Theta  Cable  Co.  and  out  of  the 
range  of  the  FCC.  It  was  the  popularity 
of  their  cause  which  put  the  Sobels  back 
in  business. 

From  the  very  first  time  I  heard  about 
KPOT  (now  called  CABL)  I  was  intrigued, 
not  only  by  the  audacity  of  it,  but  by  the 
concept  of  doing  alternative  radio  while 
ignoring  the  existence  of  the  FCC.  But  I 
assumed  that  the  raid  had  dashed  any 
hopes  for  KPOT's  success  once  and  for 
all.  What  I  failed  to  take  into  account 
was  the  tremendous  amount  of  popular 
support  available  to  anyone  willing  to  ex- 
tend a  middle  finger  in  defiance  at  Big 
Brother.  So  when  I  heard  that  the  Sobels 
were  on  the  air  again  I  decided  to  find 
out  how  they  had  done  it. 

Using  a  phone  number  given  to  me  by 
the  FCC  (the  Sobels  have  an  unlisted 
number)  I  called  and  made  arrangements 


to  take  a  tour  of  the  station.  I  was  direct- 
ed to  an  address  in  suburban  Santa 
Monica,  but  as  soon  as  I  got  out  of  the  car 
I  was  sure  I  had  made  a  mistake.  Up  and 
down  both  sides  of  the  street  were  row 
upon  row  of  apartments.  There  were  no 
neon  or  other  kinds  of  signs  flashing 
K-P-O-T  in  my  face.  But,  after  checking 
the  apartment  directory  at  the  address  I 
had,  I  confirmed  that  I  had  indeed  come 
to  the  right  place.  I  went  to  apartment 
#108  and  knocked  on  the  door.  The  door 
opened.  It  was  quite  an  ordinary  apart- 
ment. 

After  introductions,  Brad  Sobel,  the 
mad  genius  and  engineering  wizard  of 
CABL  showed  me  into  the  bedroom- 
studio.  The  bed  had  been  replaced  by  a 
massive  amount  of  electronic  equipment, 
some  $45,000  worth  I  was  told.  As  I 
stood  there  soaking  it  all  in,  Brad  began 
describing  what  I  saw,  "CABL  is  a  're- 
cycled radio  station'  ",  he  said.  "All  of 
the  equipment  you  see  here  has  either 
been  copied  from  commercial  units  and 
built  by  me  or  has  been  salvaged  from 
someone's  electronic  junk  pile."  A  large 


portion  of  CABL's  equipment  was  dona- 
ted by  KPFK,  the  Pacifica  station  for 
Los  Angeles. 

As  I  spoke  I  looked  around,  making 
mental  notes.  The  studio  contains  a  home- 
made board  with  5  pot  controls  and  two 
turntables.  To  one  side  sit  two  aging  tape 
recorders,  which  Brad  keeps  in  perfect 
working  condition.  In  an  old  closet  is  a 
production  studio  with  a  board  copied 
from  a  commercially  available  RCA  unit. 
Two  more  used  turntables  and  four  tape 
recorders  of  varying  ages  complete  the 
studio  set  up.  In  addition,  of  course, 
there  is  a  modulation  monitor  and  several 
assorted  amplifiers,  etc.  Though  CABL 
now  broadcasts  with  the  help  of  an 
$8,000  monaural  cable  transmitter  sup- 
plied gratis  by  the  cable  company,  the 
Sobels  still  have  the  original  50  watt  trans- 
mitter that  caused  all  the  trouble.  It's  an 
old  U.  S.  Armed  Services  AN  TRC-14  FM 
transmitter  picked  up  surplus  for  a  few 
dollars.  Brad  rebuilt  and  modified  the 
final  amplifier  to  run  on  88  mhz.  He  also 
replaced  the  old  modulator  with  a  better 
one  that  would  take  a  600  ohm  load. 
"The  more  we  tore  out  of  it,  the  better  it 
worked",  Brad  told  me.  The  resulting 
transmitter  is  rated  at  ±  3  db  from  15  Hz 
to  15  KHz,  good  enough  to  meet  NAB 
standards.  The  whole  station  now  proofs 
out  at  ±  1  db  from  15  Hz  to  15  KHz. 

The  longer  I  sat,  the  more  convinced  I 
became.  Any  doubts  I  may  have  had  about 
the  kind  of  quality  to  be  expected  from 
homebrew  or  modified  surplus  equipment 
were  totally  dispelled.  By  making  so  many 
short  cuts,  by  being  a  do-it-yourself  wizard 
and  by  relying  on  volunteer  station  per- 
sonnel, Brad  has  managed  to  keep  the  es- 
timated cost  of  running  CABL  at  about 
$5,000  per  year,  which  includes  a  $120 
per  month  cable  and  phone  lihe  fee.  A 
$175,000  trust  fund  belonging  to  the 
Sobels  will  keep  CABL  on  the  air  indefi- 
nitely. 

The  cable  itself  is  an  experiment  but 
Theta  Cable  Co.  is  quite  happy  with  the 
arrangement.  I  asked  Brad  if  it  might  not 
be  feasible  to  operate  a  television  station 
the  same  way  as  CABL.  "One  of  these 
days  I  might  get  into  cable  television", 
he  said,  "but  right  now  I'm  just  beginning 
to  discover  the  potential  of  cable  radio." 

'Pr ©grammatically,  CABL  is  non-com- 
mercial and  broadcasts  a  free  form  pro- 
gressive rock  format  daily  from  9  AM  to 
midnight.  There  are  plans  to  even  eventu- 
ally extend  CABL's  broadcast  day  to 
6  AM,  but  it  will  have  to  wait  until  the 
Sobels  move  to  other  living  quarters. 
There  are  no  regularly  scheduled  news  or 
public  affairs  programs.  But  there  is  what 
Brad    calls    "guerilla"    newscasts   which 


happen  whenever  there  is  news  to  tell 
about.  Until  recently,  KFWB,  a  local  news 
station  affiliated  with  Westinghouse  Broad- 
casting, was  allowing  CABL  to  use  its  wire 
copy.  But  the  privilege  was  withdrawn 
after  complaints  from  AP  and  UPI. 

When  they  started  out  the  only  records 
the  Sobels  had  for  air  play  were  their  own 
personal  collection  which  included  several 
45's.  But  CABL's  small  record  library  is 
growing  steadily  as  the  station  begins  to 
gain  the  confidence  of  the  major  record 
distributors.  Only  RCA  continues  to  hold 
out. 

If  the  station  itself  can  be  described  as 
"recycled",  then  the  same  may  be  said  of 
the  staff,  many  of  whom  are  unemployed 
refugees  from  the  vast  wasteland  of  com- 
mercial radio.  CABL,  which  Brad  describes 
as  a  "half-way  house"  for  unemployed 
radio  people,  is  regarded  by  those  who 
work  there  as  a  refreshing  change  from 
the  high  pressure  hype  commercialism 
that  has  invaded  "underground"  radio. 
CABL  also  conducts  informal  on-the-job 
training  for  new  DJ's.  Using  a  kind  of 
"buddy  system"  modified  for  radio,  ex- 
perienced announcers  are  paired  with 
novices  who  learn  the  ropes  of  radio 
announcing. 

During  my  brief  visit  to  CABL  there 
were  never  fewer  than  three  people  in  the 
studio  at  one  time.  At  one  point  there 
were  six.  The  bedroom  window  is  also 
open.  Birds  and  passing  jets  are  clearly 
audible  to  the  listener  beneath  the  voice 
of  the  announcer.  Gloria  Baton,  whose 
show  I  was  interrupting,  did  not  seem  to 
mind  the  confusion  in  the  studio.  Typical 
of  several  announcers  at  CABL,  Gloria  is 
a  refugee  from  KLOS,  another  'under- 
ground' ABC  affiliated  FM  station  in  Los 
Angeles.  She  lost  her  job  at  KLOS  pri- 
marily, she  said,  because  she  is  a  woman. 
So,  while  collecting  unemployment,  Gloria 
works  at  CABL. 

It  was  clear  to  me  as  I  left  my  newly 
found  friends  that  CABL  is  something 
special.  It  is  casual  radio,  radio  without 
pretense.  I  saw,  briefly,  a  vision  of  cable 
FM  and  TV  providing  the  People's  Medium 
of  the  future,  an  alternative  to  the  radio 
and  television  of  the  great  media  barons, 
without  crass  commercial  garbage  fed  like 
pablum  to  fatten  the  already  overfed 
American  consuming  public.  I  still  see 
that  vision,  but  it's  still  a  long  way  off.  In 
the  meantime,  I'll  listen  to  CABL  and  see 
where  it  goes.

AZTLAN 

In  Mexico,  the  word  "Az- 
tlan"  is  a  mythological  term 
designating  "the  land  to  the 
north",  the  original  home  of 
the  founders  of  the  Aztec  civ- 
ilization. They  traveled  south- 
ward to  establish  their  great 
city,  as  legend  has  it,  on  the 
spot  where  they  would  see  a 
sign    from    the   heavens,   an 


eagle  descending  upon  a  snake 
and  perched  upon  a  nopal.  In 
the  Southwest  United  States 
(occupied  Mexico),  Aztlan  sig- 
nifies the  spiritual  bond  be- 
tween all  Chicanos  and  their 
brothers  in  Mexico  and  all  of 
Latin  America.  The  word  Az- 
tlan however,  addresses  itself 
to  much  more  than  a  bond  of 
skin  color.  Aztlan  is  our  com- 
mon language  and  culture, 
problems  and  struggles,  and 
our  quest  for  our  own  human- 
ity and  identity  so  that  we 
may  redeem  and  fulfill  our 
destiny  and  survive  to  over- 


come the  oppression  in  our 
communities. 

Radio  Free  Aztlan  will  pre- 
sent, in  keeping  with  Pacifica's 
concept  of  "free  radio",  the 
many  varied  and  sometimes 
differing  viewpoints  of  the 
barrio.  RFA  will  present  the 
"Chicano  viewpoint"  of  news, 
local,  state  and  national.  There 
will  be  music,  Chicano  history 
and  culture,  interviews  with 
persons  making  the  news  and 
time  given  to  groups  and  or- 
ganizations.
